Mr. P. T, Daly drew attention to a state- 
ment which appeared in the newspapers with- 
in the past week, to the effect that owing 
to the action of the Corporation the rates on 
tenement rooms had been increased from 
ód. to ls. 7d. a week. He said that he 
thought that when statements of that kind 
were made they ought to be met. They knew 
that this was an attempt by interested parties 
to get up another crusade against the Cor- 
poration, the last one having practically fallen 
like a damp squib. He did not believe that 
there was any truth in the statement that 
he had referred to, and he suggested that it 
should be investigated. The chief officer of 
the Council ought to take immediate steps to 
repudiate such allegations. The Recorder was 
good enough to say that, in his opinion, the 
personnel of the Corporation should be 
changed, and bnsiness men should be put in.

POLITICAL PRidUw WRB. 

Mrs. Sheehy Skeffington asked to what 
bodies copies of the resolution ed with re- 
gard to the political prisoners had been sent. 

The Lord Mayor replied that copies had 
been sent to the Prime Minister of England, 
to President Cosgrave, and to Sir James 
Craig, Premier of Northern Ireland. 

Mrs. Sheehy Skeffington suggested that 
copies should be sent also to the secretaries of 
the Irish County Councils. 

The suggestion was approved. 

ELECTRIC POWER. 

Moving the adoption of the report of the 
Electricity and Public Lighting Committee, 
recommending the acceptance of the tender of 
Messrs. Oerlikon, Ltd., for the supply and in- 
stallation of a 5,000 k.w. steam turbo-alterna- 
tor condensing plant and pipework at the 
Pigeon House Works, Mr. inane Raul, 
Chairman of the Committee, said that their 
total capacity at the works was 12,000 kilo- 
watt per year. This year they ran to 11,006, 
leaving a very small margin. They had a 
number of new customers requiring 3,000 kilo- 
watts, and the need for this was very great. 
The Committee proposed to pay for the instal- 
lation out of revenue, as they were of opinion 
that they should cease borrowing money, and 
pay the annual cost out of revenue, it had 
cost: them £69,000 per annum to pay off an 
old debt. If they could get rid of that charge 
they would be able to give electric current for 
a very low price. 

As it was, they were offering power on 
terms which was equal to those of any com- 
petitor.

UNEMPLOYMENT LEADS TO 


INSANITY. 


A verdict of suicide while temporarily 
insane was returned at the inquest in Dublin 
yesterday on William Hughes, 16 Lower 
Gardiner street, who was brought to Jervis 
street Hospital on the 1lth inst. with his 
throat cut, but was found to be dead on 
admission to the hospital.

The Shipping Dispute. 


Strong efforts are being made unofficially 
by the Ministry of Labour to bring about 
a settlement of the dispute in the shy] 
yards. The lock-out which followed the 
failure of the unions to end the strike at 
Southampton has placed upon shipowners 
the necessity of sending vessels out of the 
country for immediate repairs, and already 
much work has been lost to British 
workers. Fortunately, shipbuilding work 
has not been entirely suspended, as 
several classes of craftsmen, notably the 
boilermakers, are not involved; but the 
lock-out notices affected some thousands of 
men directly and many more in an in 
direct manner. It was reported to-day 
that a number of men had returned to 
work, realising that they have been misle:| 
by the Communists, who told them that it 
would be impossible to remove the 
Mauretania and the Majestic. Both of 
these huge vessels have gone, and the 
— repairs will be done in France and in the 


threats of the Bolsheviks; and it is 
understood now that strong pressure is 
being brought to bear by the rank and 
file on the strike leaders in favour 
of a “peace move” at the earliest 
possible moment. The men are beginning 
to realise that they are engaged in a hope- 
less fight, and that the wild men of 
British Labour have been exploiting their 
grievances—real or supposed—in order to’ 
prove that. the Southampton Soviet “ still 
lives.” Every decent worker in Britain is 
disgusted at the whole business; but, un- 
happily, in matters of this kind the rain 
of public disfavour falls on the just as 
well as on the unjust, and the entire 
Labour movement is gravely compromised. 


incompetent because the unemployed in 
England number at least a million. That 
view of the English business man's 
capacity, however, is not held by his com- 
petitors throughout the world. In the 
next place, President Cosgrave compels us 
to say that his own Government is 
primarily responsible for the present ex- 
tent of unemployment in the Free State. 
It has made no serious effort to tackle the 
problem; it has pursued a policy of 
| evasion and delay ; it has been prolific of 
promises that have not been fulfilled. 
The Ministry of Industry and Commerce 
has done nothing to find work for unem- 
ployed civilians, and the Army crisis was 
aggravated by its complete failure to make 
provision for the needs of demobilised 
men. In November, 1922, the Ministry 
appointed a Reconstruction Commission, 
on whose report the Government took nv 
action. No action was taken on the report 
of the Canal Commission, and the work of 
the Cost of Living Commission was 
equally unfruitful. More than a year ago 
the Dublin Corporation lodged with the 
Government its proposals for the re- 
building of Upper Sackville street. The 
street remains an unsightly welter of ruins, 
while ten thousand workless citizens 
continué to tighten their belts. That is 
the record of the Government whose head 
charges the business community with 
neglect of the unemployed. 

It was necessary to refute the Presi- 
dent’s charges, but no sensible person 
desires that the urgent problem of unem- 
ployment shall be complicated by con- 
troversy. The important thing is that a 
real effort to solve it shall be made with- 
out further delay. We can assure Presi- 
dent Cosgrave that, once the Government 
proves itself to be in earnest and promotes 
practical schemes, it will get loyal sup- 
port from the business community. The 
new Minister for Industry and Commerce 
is pledged to take up the whole question

CONFERENCE. 


(ae in Great Britain is in the 
deposits of private individuals, and, 
unless the Conference can satisfy 
the mass of the British peopie of its 
honesty, no agreements could be honoured 
declared Mr. Ramsay Macdonald yester- 
day in welcoming the Soviet delegates to 
the Anglo-Russia Conference. 


At the outset Mr. Macdonald said that he 
wished to set at rest any doubts which might 
remain in their minds as to the measure of 
British recognition. 

.. Our recognition is an unqualified recog- 
nition. - What the British Government said 
they meant whole-heartedly, and would stand 
by their words.” 

Going on to suggest the lines upon which 
they could most profitably proceed to reach a 
settlement of the matters outstanding between 
tne two nations, he said: ‘ Our first duty 
will be the liquidation of the past. Our 
second, to reach agreement after giving and 
recelving clear statements upon what, in our 
several views, are the rights and obligations 
actually existing as between the two countries. 
Our third, te provide, as far as possible, for 
Peay and profitable relations in” ihe 
uture. 


MUTUAL SECURITY ESSENTIAL. 

Under the first head, he proceeded, the 
Hritish delegation wished to include inter- 
(rovernmental. obligations.and the claims of 
British subjects. He understood that Russia 
had a variety of similar claims to put forward. 
Under the second head he classed a discus- 
sion of the Treaties concluded by their pre- 
decessors. They were there to put the mass 
of living and dead Treaties. into orderly shape, 
to prune out what needed pruning, and put 
in the way of enforcement those that they 
acreed to keep in existence. Under the third 

head come the substitution of a commercial 
Treaty for the trade agreement, and the 
Premier added — 

“Here I had better say at the very outset— 
because if there be any hesitation on this 
point our negotiations will be in vain—a feel- 
ing of mutual security is essential. I am 
sure that there will be no doubt upon this in 
the minds of either party to this Conference. 
Unless people know that contractual agree- 
ments will be honoured to the last letter they 
will risk nothing.” 

Fimally they desired to have a very frank 
discussion on “ propaganda ” and on “‘hostile 
atrocities.”’ The first essential to friendly 
and profitable relations was that the Union 
should desist from conntenancing, directly or 
indirectly, anything that smacked of an at- 
tempt to carry on among the people of this 
country, at home or abroad, a propaganda 
which when internally inspired might be legi- 
timate, but when controlled and even financed 
from abroad was not legitimate. 


PLAIN WORDS. 


“It is my duty to make it plain that the 
people of this country will require more on 
this head than formal undertakings, and, as 
vou know, I, myself, have too intimate a 
knowledge of international movements, to be 
deceived by false distinctions. This will have 
io be discussed firmly, but I hope in the 
most amicable spirit, and, I also hope, settled 
in the same spirit,” 

Proceeding, Mr. Ramsay Macdonald said 
that he would utter a few concluding 
sentences regarding the difficulties that lay 
ahead of them, with complete and friendly 
frankness, and he hoped the Russian delega- 
tion would express any observations with 
equal freedom. That was the only way of 
understanding each other, and it was the way 
he should invariably adopt in all his interna- 
tional dealings. 

‘“Our interests are mutual,”’ he said, “ but 
if we cannot reach an understanding here and 
now, frankly I do not think you will be able 
to repeat the attempt with this or any other 
British Government, and I do not-see where- 
else you can turn with better prospects. 


THE PAST AND THE FUTURE. 


“The past relations between Britain and 
Russia were not always happy ones. A far- 
away memory of that is still in the minds 
of many of our people. I do not-wish to 
revive it. In the course of your revolution 
vou resorted to methods which roused the 
utmost fears and resentment elsewhere. You 
thought that these methods were necessary 
for your main purpose, but, as objectively- 
minded men you know that you have now 
to begin to build up again, and that a re- 
newed contact with the outside world—outside 
not. only as regards national frontiers, but as 
regards idcas—is necessary. 

“I beg of you, therefore, during the dis- 
cussions that are before us, to keep one or two 
things firmly fixed in your minds, and I assure 
vou that. whilst recounting them I am keenly 
aware of the corresponding obligations they 
put upon us. Your method of government is 
not the same as ours. The fundamental 
points of distinction have been well brought 
out since you left Moscow, I believe, in a 
diatribe directed against myself by Zinovieff. 
| welcome, in its proper place, the emphasis- 
ing of that distinction, because it is true, and 
because it is of great assistance to me and 
the Government. But you and I are here on 
a definite business discussion, and we shall 
be doing a bad day’s work if those in Russia, 
who blackguard me, or those in England who 
do the same to you, influence either of us so 
that we lose sight of the great opportunities 
which this Conference gives to enable both 
our countries to enter into peaceful and help- 
ful, political and economic arrangements, 
without interfering with each other’s internal 
affairs. 


QUESTION OF CREDIT. 

“We must base our agreements on some- 
thing more than smart business bargains. We 
must have the will to agree. Where injury 
has been done we must go to the utmost 
possible to redress it, so that we can begin 
with a clean slate. Credit here is not in the 
banks of Governments, but in the. deposits of 
private individuals, and unless we satisfy the 
mass of our people that we are fair and 
honest no agreements can be honoured, and 
we cannot help each other. 

“I state emphatically that what contracts 
we make we shall carry out; what promises 
we see fit to make we shall keep. t our 
people and interests must be justly dealt with, 
Ours is really not a hard le. . They are 
most accommodating when they find a sincere 
desire on the part of others to be accommodat- 
ing, and I can promise you that in that spirit 
our deliberations will be watched and their 
results scrutinised. 


RISK OF FAILURE. 


“I trust that you share my optimism re- 
garding the results of our deliberations, for, 
though I see the risks of failure, the conse- 
quences of a breakdown are too serious for 
either of us to be indifferent to them. The 
world watches our proceedings, and, in ac- 
cordance with our success, will it decide, 
not only what its relations to Russia are to 
be, but also how it is to regard negotiations 
like these as a means of such diffi

STORY OF FOUR ARRESTS

FERMOY, Monday. 
There is no truth in the My “hm report 
that important arrests were here yes- 
terday in connection with the Queenstown 
crime. 

When I arrived here this morning I found 


and cared little for the attention which was 
being directed on it from near and far, The 
plain soldier laughed at the bare notion of 
so dramatic a “cómh resulting from 
” oeney military maneuvres.” . 

Yet, when these things are noted, there re- 

mains a fact that surprises. At the time of 
telegraphing there has been no official denial 
of a report that obtained a wide circulation in 
Great Britain as well as Ireland. 
_ Four men were in the motor. car from 
which machine gun fire was directed on a 
party of unarmed British soldiers at Queens- 
town on March 21, when Private Aspinall, of 
the Royal Army Service Corps. was mortally 
wounded. Four men are now detained at 
Fermoy Military Barracks. This fact may 
seem significant, but I have the best reason 
for stating that three of the prisoners are 
believed to be bank robbers “on the run,” 
while the fourth was arrested merely for 
assault. 

The arrests, in themselves, were dramatic 
encugh. They followed an outburst such as 
Fermoy will not easily forget. 

Three thousand '' Republicans ''. from all 

arts of the country (notably from Cork, 

erry, Limerick, Tipperary and Dublin) 
were in. the district on Sunday, to com- 
memorate the burial of Liam Lynch a year 
ago in the Cilerumper Graveyard, 
Fermoy. They defied the law and 
took possession of the little town. | 
Stewards were: appointed to displace 
the Civic Guards and control the traffic. 
and the conduct of the demonstrators became 
so menacing that the military authorities 
promptly withdrew all troops from the streets 
in order to avoid a disturbance. 

Led by Mr. Dan Breen, and followed by a 
party of the Cumann na mBan, at whose head 
was Madame Markieviez, in green uniform, 
the Republicans marched solemnly through 
the streets to the graveyard. On the way 
a were joined by 200 residents of Fermoy. 

_The anniversary service passed without in- 
cident, but within an hour the people of 
Fermoy were to be revolted by a series of. 
incidents which have shocked them and put 
them to shame. 

Eight hundred of the demonstrators re- 
turned to the town, intoxicated, and Bedlam 
was let loose. They surrounded the Civic 
Guards, shouting: ‘You dirtv Tans,’? and 
threatening to put the ‘‘ old pojlice ” on their 
track; and then rushed at a detective from 
Dublin, whom they proceeded to manhandle. 

On the bridge spanning the Blackwater a 
fierce scuffle took place, but finally the de- 
tective managed to hold off his assailants 
until the Civic Guards charged with drawn 
battons: and dispersed the mob. An ugly 
situation then developed in the town square, 
and after some little time the military were 
called out. 

In extended formation, two patrols ap. 
peared in the streets and fought their way 
through the crowd. Two armoured cars fol- 
lowed. One soldier was assaulted, and his 
comrades immediately took aim. The crowd 
backed and broke, and soon the local resi- 
dents were running pell-mell for their homes, 
while the visitors were dashing for. safety 
out of the town. ' 

Several “'suspects ” had been seen in the 

assembly, and, aided by detectives from 
Cork and Dublin, the military began a 
thorough search shortly after 6 p.m. Lorries 
were sent after the fugitives, the town and 
district were scoured, and within a few 
minutes fourteen men were under arrest. 
Ten of them were released later. 
_ When the prisoners were being marched 
into barracks a daring rescue was. effected 
by seven armed men, who apparently at- 
tacked the escort and succeeded in getting 
one: prisoner away. 

The four men, who are detained are said 
to have been armed with revolvers.

The Board, he thought. would be acting 
in.a- very culpable manner if they did not 
take serious notice of the most improper 
way in which the commercial community had 
been turned down by President Cosgrave, 

Sir John Scott—In most insulting language. 

Mr. Mercier, continuing, said that if the 
President’s language was any indication of 
the Government’s attitude towards the com- 
mercial community, it was a matter for very 
serious consideration. 

Sir John Scott, seconding, said that he 
was amazed to find that the President had 
such an opinion of the commercial community 
of the country, and that he blamed them as 
being responsible for the trouble which had 
occurred in the country for the past two 
years. The business men of Ireland should re- 
sent such contemptuous language. 

He wondered where the President and his 
Government would be were it not for the 
business community when the loan was 
launched. He hoped the President would be 
prevailed upon to withdraw his offensive 
remarks. 

The Secretary said that an important 
matter was that if the bill passed in its 
present form Cork and other ports would not 
get the benefit of their geographical position. 

Mr. Horgan said they all agreed that the 
matter was of the utmost importance. 

It was recommended to the Board to call a 
special meeting on Wednesday next. 


A DUBLIN CONFERENCE.

WILD WELCOME IN WARSAW 


FOR ARCHBISHOP.

WARSAW, Monday. 

Archbishop ea came back to his own 
people to-day. He looks ten years older than 
that day, one year ago, when I saw him face 
Krylenko, the dread Bolshevik persecutor, to 
hear bis death sentence read. To-day the 
Archbishop was welcome by half a million. 
It was a wonderful demonstration. 

Hundreds of s unhitched the horses, 

and dragged mete S a carriage in 
seiumapihal rocession through Warsaw, The 
huge crowds alternated the national hymn, 
and “Long Live Cieplak,’’ with ‘‘ Death to 
the Bolshevik.’’. The singing and cheerin 
did not cease until the Archbishop ha 
entered Cardinal Kakowski’s palace. He 
spoke to the crowds at the station in a weak 
and deeply emotional voice, and kept repeat- 
ing, ‘‘I thank my people for what they have 
done for me. I am happy to be home again.”’ 
Privately, Archbishop Cieplak told me of 
his last experience with the Soviet. 
““I was taken from the Buturka Prison, ten 
days before my release,” he said, “back to 
the Cheka headquarters at Lubyanka, where 
I was kept when originally ‘arrested. I did 
not know why. I was not told it was through 
’s or Ramsay Macdonald’s interven- 
tion. was photographed frequently, then 
one day was told I must leave at once. I had 
no chance to obtain things or money from 
Polish officials, but I was sent with a heavy 
guard to the Latvian frontier, where I was 
expelled penniless. 

‘I appealed to the Latvian railway 
workers, who collected funds, and bought my 
ticket to Riga, where friends met me.’’ 

Archbishop Cieplak’s reception here was im-

TELEVISION BROUGHT 
NEARER. 


——& 


‘Television has been brought a step nearer 
by methods now being perfected by Mr. 
Campbell Swinton, Vice-President of the In- 
stitution of Electrical Engineers, and Past 
President of the Wireless Society of London. 

The>»details of Mr. Swinton’s experiments 
are explained below by a London Science Cor- 
res ent. ál 

a black and white picture is divided 
into squares by lines, the colour of any square 
in any portion of the picture is always entirely 
black or entirely white, provided that small 
enough squares are drawn. 

In Mr. Campbell Swinton’s apparatus the 
picture focussed by the lens is broken up into 
its constituent squares of black and white, 
By an electrical device each light square sends 
a signal; the black squares are silent, These 
signals are reproduced in the same position 
in the wireless eye, thus reproducing the 
picture. 

The camera-like apparatus is a sort of 
machine gun firing a jet of electric particles at 
a screen on which the picture is thrown. 

The screen ig faced with squares of a sub- 
stance which is acted upon by light in such 
a way that any part of this material which has 
light shining upon it allows the electricity to 
pass through. Any part in shadow prevent: 
the passage of the electricity. The jet ol 
electricity passes swiftly backwards and for- 
wards along successive rows of panes; only 
those rays which fall upon: the light portions 
pass through, and reach the grid, setting up 
a simple oscillation in the transmitting aerial. 
This. oscillation produces wireless waves, 
which are picked up on the distant aerial. 

The waves picked up by the distant aerial— 
say, in Bombay—are converted into current, 
which operates the tap on the “receiver ’’ pro® 
jector; this at once squirts into the receiver 
screen a jet of electricity drawn from a local 
battery. 

The receiver screen is covered with black 
panes of a material which glows white under 
bombardment by the jet, reproducing exactly 
the white and black patches seen on the 
transmitter screen in London. 

The process of transmitting and receiving 
the signals takes place with such lightning-like 
rapidity, and the aim of the Bombay and 
London projectors is so accurately synchron- 
ised—by clockwork or by time signals—that 
the Bombay jet always fires at a pane of the 
same number, and in exactly the same posi- 
tion of the screen, as the one on the London 
screen, at which the transmitter jet is firing 
at the same instant. 

Thus for an instant an exquisitely wrought 
mosaic reproduction of the original picture will 
appear on the receiving screen. 

Given efficient financial backing there should 
be no insuperable difficulty in the realisation 
of television,

MILITARY PLANS.

At the moment when Germany’s acceptance 
of the experts’ proposals is being awaited with 
some confidence, the Special Correspondent of 
the Tem in Germany claims certain 
authority for the statement that the German 
Military Party is making every preparation, 
in view of a possible repudiation of the Treaty 
of Versailles by a Nationalist Reichstag after 
the election. 

That done, he says, compulsory service will 
be established by decree, and every effort 
made to bring back into being the Imperia!

There are hotheads in Berlin who continue 
to dream of a forced march on Lyons and 
Besancon, wia Switzerland. The German 
General Staff prepared such a plan in 1916, 


i and neither they nor the Swiss have for- 


gotten it. 

Six weeks ago Swiss subjects in Germany 
were called home for the Army manceuvres, 
and it thus became known, according to the 
writer, that the Swiss General Staff still 
envisaged the possibility of a German in- 
vasion. 

The fortifications at Hauenstein bave been 
completed with platforms for the mounting 
of heavy guns. Such measures, however, 
he thinks, could not suffice to impose respect 
for Swiss neutrality, and would serve surely 
to protect Berne, while nothing would prevent 
the Germans from passing the Jura, and 
reaching the French frontier. 

The Correspondent reviews many incidents 
and developments to illustrate the active 
revival of militarism in Germany, and con- 
cludes as follows :—‘‘ It is a preparation for a 
rising en masse for the war of liberation, as

STEAMER CREW’S ORDEAL. 


The steamer Beshtaoo arrived at Falmouth 
yesterday in a battered condition, having 
come through a heavy gale. Bound from 
Swansea to Algiers, with a cargo of patent 
fuel, she was caught last Thursday in a 
westerly hurricane when about thirty miles 
south of the Wolf Lightship. Her main in- 
ection pipe burst, and for thrée hours she 
ay helpless, and buffeted about by great 
seas, which found their way into the cabins.

SOVIET DELEGATES IN 
DOWNING STREET.

Our Government are trying to recover 
direct contact with Russia through repre- 
sentatives of the power that holds Russia in 
its grasp. It is a hazardous attempt. It is 
like trying to penetrate the mysteries ol 
another shadowy world. Will the Prime 
Minister succeed in bringing back Russia to 
the world of living men ?! | 

It must be admitted that he made a gallant 
effort yesterday. Granted his premises, 
granted the act of de jure recognition which 
we regard as untimely, he made the very 
best of an extremely unpleasant situation. 
At any rate, he encouraged no illusions, He 
was perfectly polite, and gave no possible oc- 
casion for offence. His aim is direct and his 
purpose is sincere. He is sincere in his im- 
ulse to reach an agreement, and he fully 
realises all the difficulties. See 

In a remarkable passage, refreching in its 
contrast with speeches that have been de- 
livered during previous megotiations, the 
Prime Minister drew a very sharp distinction 
between the methods of Government prevail- 
ing in Russia and in England, and emphasised 
it by a‘reference to the diatribes of Zinovieff. 
He disclaimed any intention of interfering in 
the internal affairs of Russia, though he 
found it necessary to remind the Soviet dele- 
gates that their Government, in the course of 
the revolution, had resorted to methods 
which aroused the utmost fear and resentment 
elsewhere. . At the same time, he made it 
perfectly clear that there could be no question 
of permitting the application of such methods 
in this country. 

The head of the Soviet Delegation replied, 
and it cannot be said that his speech en- 
couraged the hope of success. In contrast 
with the precise and courteous statement of 
the Prime Minister, M. Rakovsky’s vague 
assertions had the very slightest bearing on 
the real purpose of the Conference. A large 
part of the speech was devoted to an irrele- 
vant discussion on European peace, disarma- 
ment. and the revision of the Treaty of 
Versailles. 

The Prime Minister tried in his speech to 
progress beyond the past; he did his utinost 
to create a new atmosphere in which those 
sad days might be forgotten. M. Rakovsky, 
in his tactless declaration, ignored the pyracti- 
cal demands of the present, made a clumsy 
incursion into the depressing complications of 
Europe, and revived the bitter memories of 
that past which is systematically perpetuated 
by the ring methods of Soviet administra- 
tion in Russia. 

Unless the Prime Minister’s own spirit 
gradually succeeds in dominating the Con- 
ference, it is hard to see how he wil! re-estab- 
lish contact with Russia through the Soviet 
Delegation. .

SOME GROSS EXAGGERATIONS 
EXPOSED. 


Commenting editorially on the figures re 
garding evictions on the Clyde, which were 
given to the House of Commons by the 
Secretary for Scotland yesterday, 7'he Times 
remarks:—Now that they have been pro- 
duced, the figures abundantly justify the 
action of the Opposition in demanding them. 
Even as they stand, they are sufficiently 
complete to show the injustice of the outery 
which has been raised in Labour political 
circles against property owners in Glasgow. 

The case for the Government s unfair and 
abortive proposal, as presented by its 
apologists at Westminster and elsewhere, 
was that the number of evictions for non- 
payment of rent has in recent years been so 
great as to consitute a system of oppressive 
and heartless tyranny. In speech after 
speech the landlord has been held up to 
contumely for his grasping avarice, and the 
impression has been conveyed to the mind 
of the public that thousands of unfortunate 
unemployed citizens of Glasgow have been 
ruthlessly turned out of house and home. 
. From Mr. Adamson’s statement, which 
refers to al] cases of ejection, whether for 
non-payment of rent or for other causes, it 
now appears that the number of eviction 
orders executed in Glasgow are to be 
reckoned, not in thousands, but in hundreds. 
In the Glasgow Sheriff Court, out of 17,550 
applications brought before the court last 
year 2,962 were granted and 657 were carried 
out. In the present year the number carried 
out has so far been 338. In Clydebank, which 
has been commonly talked of as the worst 
area, the number of evictions—as opposed to 
eviction orders—has this year been 12, and in 
1923 out of the 149 orders which were granted 
only one was made effective. 

These figures speak for themselves. 4 .¢y 
convict the pro-tenant, or, rather, the anti- 
landlord party of, in some instances, a wilful 
or, at the best, a careless exaggeration of the 
case which they wish to prove. That is a line 
of action which can do no good, but only 
harm to the case itself or to the tenants, em- 
ployed or unemployed, who have failed to pay 
their rent.

INQUIRY ADJOURNED.

CORPORATION'S WIDE 
POWERS. 


TEXT OF NEW BILL, 


- 


The Dublin Reeonstruction. (Emerency Pro. 
visions) Bill, which will come before the Dail 
on the 25th inst: for second reading, confers 
wide powers upon the Corporation in connec- 
tion with the re-building of Upper Sackville 
street. 

By the first section the Corporation 1s 
authorised to acquire land compuisorily for 
the purpose of street improvements. If in the 
opinion of the Corporation and the Minister 
for Local Government tha sites of 
buildings destroyed during the dis- 
turbances oí ' 1922 are incapable. 
of being built on so as to harmonise with 
the general scheme for the reconstruction uí 
the area, the Corporation may be authorised 
to purchase these sites compulsorily. Subject 
to certain conditions, it will be at liberty io 
let acquired sites in one or more lots, suitable 
to the general scheme of reconstruction, by 
yublie auction or, with the sanction of the 
Minister, by private treaty. 

Section ó deals with the lodging of p 
by the “building owner” in connection will 
a new building, or the alteration cf an old 
one, in either Upper or Lower Sackville 
street. lf in the City Architect’s opinion the 
proposals are injurious to ihe 


amenity of the 
street, he will have power to demand their 
alteration. 

Where any dispute arises as to the reascn 
ableness of any requirement of ihe City Archi 
tect, the mmtter in dispute shali be settled | 
arbitration. The Corporation shall 
the City Architect, or a person nominatéd by 
him, to be arbitrator on its behalf, and the 
building owner shall appoint an arbitrator on 
his behalf.

Where a person desirous of obtaining an 
advance is not in a position to secure the r 
payment of it in accordance with the specified 
provisions owing to defective title or the 
sufficiency of his estate or interest, 
other persons whose concurrence is nect 
to remove the defect are unable or unwilling 
to concur in securing the advance, he may 
apply to a judge of the High Court for as 
ovder changing the ownership of the site and 
any interest therein with the repayment of _ 
the advance with interest. Subject to |:mita- 
tions imposed by the bill, the amount of the 
advance, rate of interest, and term and 
method of repayment shall be at the discretion 
of the judge. 


DERELICT PREMISES. 

Under Section 6 of the bill the Corporation 
is given power to acquire derclict premises. 
The section says :— 

“ At any time after the expiration of two 
years from the passing of this Act, if it 
appears to the Minister, on the applicat! n ol 
the Corporation, that the rebuilding or 
restoration of a house or building destroyed 
or damaged in the course of the recent dis- 
turbances has not been commenced, or, al- 
though commenced, has been discontinued, 
the Minister may, unless he is satished that 
the rebuilding or restoration will be com- 
pleted within a reasonable time, make an 
order directing that the Corporation shall 
sell all or any of the interests in the site 
of such house or building by public auction, 
and that the Corporation may, if they re- 
ceive an offer for such site which the Minis- 
ter and they consider satisfactory, convey 
the interests so sold to the purchaser, subject 
to an obligation to erect a suitable building 
upon the said site within two years after 
the date of such conveyance. 

“The purchase money produced by such 
sale shall be lodged to the credit of the 
Accountant-General for Saorstat Eireann in 
the Bank of Ireland, and may be withdrawn 
by the persons entitled to the interests so 
sold in the same manner as money lodged 
in Court under the Lands Clauses Acts may 
be withdrawn, save that no costs shall be 
payable by the Corporation in respect of the 
withdrawal of such money.”

A schedule to the Bill contains provisions 
to the effect that where the tion 
proposes to purchase or substitute land com- 
pulsorily under the Act, it may submit to 
the Minister .of Local Government an 
authorising it (Corporation) to put in force 
the provisions of the Land Clauses Act with 
respect to the purchase and taking of land 
otherwise than by agreement. 

An order, under the schedule, will be of no 
force until it is confirmed by the Minister. 
Notice of the submission of such an order to 
the Minister must be given by the Corpora- 
tion to the owners, lessees, and oceupiers of 
the land which it is proposed 


& 


to acquire. 

If within one month after the publication 
of the notice an objection to the order is 
presented the Minister may direct a local 
“má as to the propriety of confirming the 
order. If within a month after the publica- 
tion of the notice of the  confirma- 
tion (by the Minister) of the order 
a petition, signed by not less 
than six persons interested in -the land, is 
received by the Minister, then the Order shall 
be provisional only, and shall not have effect 
unless confirmed by the Oireachtas. 

The schedule makes the following further 
provision:—In determining the amount of 
compensation payable to any person interested 
ja the land, the arbitrator shall have regard 
to the extent to which any adjoining or neigh- 
pouring land or hereditaments in which the 
same person is also interested may be bene- 
fted by the improvements to be made by the 
Cerporation on or in connection with the land 
taken or any adjoining or neighbouring land.
